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NEW GUNS-—BIG AND LITTLE 


BIG step forward in the materiel 
4A preparation of the United States 
Army is the development by the Ordnance 
Department with the Field Artillery and 
Coust Artillery respectively of two new 
guns 2155 millimeter gun and a 37 milli 
meter anti-aircraft) gun both of which 
Will fill pressing needs of the two arms. 

Both guns have been tested by batteries 
of the two Artilleries, and more of both 
are to be turned out by the government 
wrsenals under the materiel program of 
the current fiscal year. 

The Coast Artillery, enthusiastic over 
its new weapons, has planned tentative 
new tables of organization for its mobile 
anti-aircraft regiments, incorporating the 
new 37 mm. weapon in them. 

Fora number of vears, it is pointed out, 
the Army has been equipped with satis 
factory weapous for high altitude de 
feuse, the 38-inch guns for the mobile regi 
ments and the 105 mm. guns for harbor 
defense regiments. But during the same 
period there has been a need for weapous 
Which would combat the high-speed, low 
fiving attack planes. To meet this need, 
primarily that of troop defense, the inter 
mediate calibre weapon, capable of going 
into action almost immediately and of de 
livering a heavy volume of fire has been 
developed. 

This new weapon is automatic: is 
mounted on an all-around fire, 4-wheel 
trailer, which may be towed by a 2'4-ton 
truck at maximum speed. The gun has a 
wheel base of 120 inches, a 5S-ineh tread, 
and weighs about 5,000 pounds. 

Demonstrations of the weapon were 
held last year for a group of Congressmen 
ut Ft. Monroe, Va. 

The gun will in large measure supplant 
the machine guns now attached to mobile 
anti-aircraft) regiments. Each anti-air 
eraft regiment now has one battalion of 
*inch guns and one battalion of three 
batteries of machine guns, plus search 
light battery and headquarters company 
for the regiment. The new organization, 
Which it is planned to apply first provi 
sionally to the G2nd Coast Artillery, at 
Mt. Totten, N. Y.. will call for two bat 
teries of the 37 mm. guns and one battery 
of machine guns in the machine gun bat 
talion. 

At the other end of the scale is the 155 
him. gun, known as M1, which is the prod 
net of long experimentation by Ordnance 
and the Field Artillery. In tests by Bat 
tery C, 36th Field Artillery, Ft. Bragg, 
N.C. which has been equipped with the 
hew gun, shells were sent 25,000 yards 
further than ever before fired by a stand 
ard field gun in the U.S. Army. The shell, 
exploding at that range, blew a hole 16 
fect in the ground. 

The multi-mission of the new gun can, 
perhaps, better be understood by compar 
ing it with the other three weapons nomi 
nally assigned to the Field Artillery. First 
is the 75 mm. gun the French “75” im 
proved—which is a division weapon em 
ployed to assist the Infantry by blasting 
uWay its obstacles. Second is the 155 mm.

Pass Regular Pension Bill 


The Senate this week passed the bill, 





S. 622, which provides pensions to mem 
bers of the Regular Army, Navy, Marine 
Corps and Coast Guard, who become dis 
ubled by reason of their service therein, 
utaorate equivalent to 75 per cent of the 
benefits payable to war veterans for simi 
lar service connected disabilities 


Passage of the bill came mearls 
weeks after the mensure had been re 


ported favorably by the Senate Military 
\ffairs Committee. During the period fol 
lowing its favorable presentation to the 
Senate, it had been called up on the cal 
endar several times, only to be 
over on objection by Senator William I 
King, of Utah. Senator King explained 
his objection by stating that he was back 
ing the Bureau of the Budget and the De 
partments concerned in their recommen 
dations that an increase up to only GO per 
cent of wartime rates be granted, Tle alse 
stated that he was waiting for additional 
information from the War Department 
His attitude was reflected in an amend 
ment which he offered to the bill to pre 
vide benefits only to the GO per cont level 
This amendment was rejected on the floor

Modified Age-in-Grade 
Bill Proposed in House 


A modified version of the War Depart 
ments ageingrade bill was introduced 
in the Tlouse July ZO by Representative 
Andrew J. May, chairman of the Tlouse 
Military Committee 

The new bill, which Mr. May said he

“Vitalization” of Nat. Guard 


Special and intensive physical exami 
nations of National Guard Officers are 
heing conducted in a number of states 
us the result of Secretary of War Wood 
ring’s letter to the various state gover 
nors asking their cooperation in his move- 
ment to “vitalize” the military service. 

Secretary Woodring wrote to each of 
the governors requesting them to put into 
effect for the forces under their jurisdic 
tions appropriate measures for attaining 
a “high standard of physical fitness” in 
the officer corps of the National Guard. 
The full text of Secretary Woodring’s let 
ter was published in the ARMy AND Navy 
JOURNAL of May 20, 1989. 

The following information from a num 
her of states shows what is being done as 
a result of the Secretary’s action: 


“Past experience, however, has shown 
that this does not mean that the next 
officer in line for promotion steps up. In 
stead, the probability would be that a 
Regular Army officer would be assigned 
to fill the vacaney, 

“This, to my mind, destroys one of the 
major reasons for there even being a Na 
tional Guard oa State militia. We like 
to think of our Connecticut National 
Guard as Connecticut's own troops, made 
up of and officered by Connecticut's own 
hoys.

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Navy Line Personnel Bill 


President Roosevelt has let it be known 
that he will veto the bill amending the 
Navy Line Selection Act unless the House 
recedes from its provision retaining all 
officers selected as fitted between the 
time of the passage of the Act and June 
30, 1944. 

This was made known Thursday, July 
20, when Representative Vinson, chair- 
man of the House Naval Committee, re- 
vealed to Senate and House conferees on 
the measure, a letter he had received 
from the President. 

Representative Vinson said at the con- 
clusion of the conference that he believes 
that the bill will be brought out of con- 
ference following the next meeting, 
slated for Tuesday, July 25. Questioned 
concerning the action at this week's 
meeting he said that no final agreement 
had been arrived at concerning any of the 
amendments in controversy, and declared 
that his position regarding the House 
members’ decisions in the conference is 
that “half a loaf is better than no bread.” 

Mr. Vinson would not reveal the text 
of the President's letter but gave assur 
ance that the VPresidential communica- 
tion will be included in the conference re 
port. 

The President is understood to have ex- 
pressed his views on several of the amend 
ments contained in the bill which are op 
posed by the Navy Department. It was 
predicted, however, that inasmuch as the 
majority of the conferees are in favor of 
some legislation to prevent the retirement 
of World War aviators, a compromise 
amendment will be worked out to retain 
these officers in the service, Representa- 
tive Vinson seemed highly optimistic that 
acceptable compromises can be worked 
out in conference. 


The general opinion, expressed — pri- 
vately by both Hleuse and Senate con- 
ferees, is that the bill in its final form 
will resemble more nearly the Senate 
than the Hlouse version. 

Mr. Vinson said that the Tlouse con 
ferees will support vigorously the amend 


ment prohibiting the assignment of the 
Commander in Chief of the United States 
Fleet to sit on selection boards. 

It was readily admitted by both Sen 
ate and Tlouse members that the “reten- 
tion” clause is the bone of biggest con- 
tention. It was stated that if the Presi 
dent were to give assurance that a larger 
number of fitted officers would be desig 
nated for retention in the future, the 
compromise might be acceptable to the 
House advocates of the blanket reten- 
tion. It was further stated that the Presi 
dent is absolutely opposed to writing into 
law any mandatory provision for the re 
tention of fitted officers. From this state 
ment it is assumed that no compromise, 
such as merely invoking the “retention” 
clause until June 30, 1942, would receive 
Presidential approval. 

Mr. Vinson indicated that the Tlouse 
amendment requiring selection bourds to 
State the reasons for the selection or non 
selection of an officer would be lost in 
conference, This amendment was offered 
on the floor of the House and was op- 
posed by Mr. Vinson at that time. Other 
sources indicated that the Senate amend 
ment which nullifies the section of the 
Act requiring forced attrition in the gen-

USN, made the study. As a result, the | 


Navy representative on the Interdepart 
mental Committee was bound to the ree 
ommendations of the Sadler board, which 
were at odds with the majority report of 
the Interdepartmental Committee. The 
substance of the reports of the majority 
and minority were printed in successive 
issues of the Army AND Navy JOURNAL, 
beginning with the issue of Jan. 14, 19280, 

With this history behind the situation, 


it is believed that the Seeretary of the 


Navy will follow the recommendations of | 


the Navy representative on the Interde 
partmental Pay Committee, which, in es 
sence, is the report of the Sadler board. 
whether or not the heads of the depart 
ments represented in the majority report 
will officially approve the action of their 
representatives is problematical. It is he 
lieved, however, that in view of the fact 
that Senator Sheppard has often reiterat 
ed his belief that the enlisted personnel of 
the Army should be the beneficiaries of 
the first pay raises granted, the Secretary 
of War may recommend strongly in favor 
of such increases, 

Senator Sheppard said this week that 
he expects to receive the official reports 
of the departments at an early date, but 
that he does not believe that any further 
legislative action will be possible at this 
session. 

Receipt of the Interdepartmental Pay 
Committee’s report and its legislative ree 
ommendations, together with Senator 
Sheppard’s request that comment on them 
he made by the two departments, was re 
ported late this week by both War and 
Navy Departments, who stated that they 
“were being studied.” 

Acting Navy Secretary Edison's office 
reported that the report had been immedi- 
ately submitted to the Bureau of Naviga- 
tion for review.

Army Commissioned Strength 

Because of the various laws passed by 
this session of Congress affecting the 
commissioned strength of the Army some 
confusion has existed as to just what the 
final effect has been. To clarify the situa- 
tion the War Department has assembled 
the new authorizations and appropria 
tions with the following results: 

The 1989 authorized commissioned 
strength of the Regular Army was 10,995 
promotion list officers and 1,698 non-pro 


motion list officers, while the increases 
granted make the 1940 (current fiscal 


year) strength 11,752 promotion list offi- 
cers and 1,818 non-promotion list officers. 
Thus the net increase to be made during 
this tiseal year is 757 promotion list ofti- 
cers and 120 non-promotion list officers, 

To take care of this increased strength 
in the promotion list group there will be: 
240) «United States Military Academy 
graduates in excess of the graduates 
Whose commissioning merely brought the 
Army up to its authorized strength at the 
end of the last fiscal year: 65 reserve 
officers commissioned in the Regular 
Army under the provisions of the Thoma 
son Act: one officer commissioned in the 
Judge Advocate General's Department ; 
Sof to be commissioned in the Air Corps 
about August 1: 29 to be commissioned 
Sept. 1 from honor graduates of the 
ROTC: and 2S to be commissioned as the 
result of general examinations. 

The vacancies in the non-promotion list 
will be distributed as follows: Medical 
Corps, 77: Dental Corps, 31; and Chap 
lains Corps, 12.

howitzer, employed to smash the enemy’s 
artillery in the field. Third is the 155 mm. 
gun, a weapon of interdiction fire; and 
fourth is the 240 mm. howitzer, a seige 
gun. The latter two are corps and army 
weapons, 

The interdiction fire possibilities of the 
155 gun are well nigh limitless. A 25,000- 
yard range is a range of nearly 15 miles. 
Of the long range artillery, one of France’s 
best artillerymen, General Herr, wrote: 

‘Preventing or only hindering all the 
traflic from the rear to the front will be 
for the assailant an effective means of 
paralyzing the enemy and of harming his 
morale. The artillery of long range and 
very long range will be in charge of this 
mission and will perform the interdiction 
fire by bombing without cessation main 
roads of approach, important stations, 
points of indispensable passage, ammuni 
tion dumps and centers of distribution ; it 
will try to embarrass the executing of the 
hostile command by making the headquar 
ters untenable, by destroying large centers 
of transmission and demolishing points of 
observation. And, finally, when the enemy 
wil start the withdrawal, this same artil 
lery will have to bombard with all its 
means the roads of his retreat, scattering 
disorder and panic amongst his columns.” 

These missions are considered impor 
tant enough to justify a gun of such size 
for the mobile forces, though its great 
weight does encumber the movement of 
lighter, more mobile weapons, and offers 
problems in road transportation. Weight 
of the new M1 gun is 80,765 pounds, or 
more than 15 tons, and that weight is in 
excess of the 12-ton maximum recom 
mended by the Caliber Board set up after 
the World War.

carriage capable of mounting either the 
eight-inch howitzer or the 155 mm. gun. 

Field Artillery officers state that two 
problems incidental to the new weapon 
have yet to be overcome. One is that of 
a satisfactory prime mover. The present 
towing agent, the Linn tractor is powerful 
enough, but very expensive and likely to 
be difficult to obtain in mass quantities. 
Solution seems to lie with a tractor of an- 
other type, or better, perhaps, a 6 x 6 
truck. Experiments are now being made 
with possible prime movers. 

The second problem is that of obtaining 
personnel to man the new guns. It is 
feared that they will have to go into stor- 
age when issued, since it will not be prac- 
ticable to divert batteries from the 75's 
and 155 mm. howitzers. 

The Field Artillery would like, if pos 
sible, to have one battery of the new guns 
in each of the four armies, if only for 
training purposes. At present reserve offi 
cers, to obtain experience with the new 
weapon, must all go to Ft. Bragg. 





Army Age-in-Grade Bill

I. Martin, of Towa, and War Department 
representatives. Representative Spark- 
min declared that he is still unconvinced 
that the Woodring Plan, even as modified 
by the bill introduced this week, is the 
proper solution of the Army’s problem. 

Mr. Sparkman, who called upon Gen- 
eral Gasser to furnish him with figures 
on the operation of the “B” boards in the 
past few years, on the number of physical 
retirements and on the number of retire- 
ments under the 62 year retirement law, 
snid that he is convinced that the above 
attrition means have not been explored to 
their fullest extent. He was particularly 
critical of the few retirements under the 
62 year retirement law and under the 
“BRB” boards, 

Discussing the possibility of a complete 
revision of the Army promotion system, 
he said that the only outstanding alterna 
tive is selection, which has proven so 
contentious in the Navy that the mem 
bers of the House and Senate would never 
agree to its application to the Army. He 
stated that the Army’s approach to the 
age-in-grade problem should be made from 
n more gradual and smooth angle than 
that provided by the present plan, 

Concerning the limit to which he will 
go to effect a compromise, he said that if 
the blanket retirement age is lifted from 
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58 to 62 yeors he would be willing to 
withdraw his opposition to the bill. 

Pointing out that Congress is sched- 
uled to adjourn about August 5, Mr. 
Sparkman declared that he can see no 
need for hasty action on the Woodring 
Plan or the substitute. He said that it 
would be much better to let the matter 
go over until January to give members of 
Congress an opportunity to weight the 
problem. He stated that he fully realizes 
that Secretury Woodring is anxious to 
have the over-age-in-grade problem solved 
at the earliest possible date but remarked 
that hasty action might cause very un- 
fortunate results. 

Representative Martin has 
abated his opposition to the Woodring 
Plan, and stated this week that if the 
blanket retirement age limit is lifted from 
ange OS to 6O he feels that he can go along 
with the War Department. Representa- 
tive Martin shares with the War Depart 
ment the feeling that something should 
be done at this session of Congress. He 
said that he agrees with General Gasser 
that if a bill could be passed by the Tlouse 
it would be a long stride toward early 
enactment at the next session. 

Representative Charles I. Faddis, 
senior member of the minority group, 
is said to be of the opinion that nothing 
should be done and that the “hump” 
should be allowed to work itself out 
naturally,

Representative Sparkman also said 
that the Ilouse Military Committee has 
held its last regular meeting of the ses- 
sion and that if any other meeting is 
held it will have to be because of extra 
ordinary circumstances. He conceeded 
that in the event that a compromise ean 
he reached, it would be possible to assem- 
ble a quorum of the Military Affairs 
Committee to vote out the modified plan. 

In the Senate, Senator Morris Shep- 
pard, Chairman of the Senate Military 
Affairs Committee, said this week that 
at each meeting of his committee the 
Woodring Plan is called up, but passed 
over by unanimous consent while await 
ing action of the House, He expressed 
grave doubt that his committee would 
consider the bill at this session, even if 
the House does pass the measure.

Would Halt Subversive 
Activities 

The Senate this week passed the bill 
S$. 1677, which makes it unlawful to solicit 
in any way any member of the Army or 
Navy to disobey the laws or regulations 
of the services or the orders of a superior. 

Senator David Il. Walsh, Chairman of 
the Senate Naval Affairs Committee, in 
explaining the bill to the Senate, said : 

Mr. President, the bill is one of consider 
able importance, The Navy has discovered 
that literature of a natury subversive to the 
Government has been distributed, in increas 
ing quantities in recent years, to the per 
sonnel of the Army and the Navy. The litera 
ture, apparently emanating from Communist 
organizations, seeks to undermine the morale 
of the services by urging disloyalty and dis 
obedience of laws and regulations for the gov 
ernment of the armed forces. 

Existing law is inadequate to curb this 
propaganda. The pamphlets and leaflets are 
carefully worded to avoid the insurrection 
and sedition provisions of the Criminal Code 
(U.S. C., tithe 1S, sees, 4 and 6), and the pub 
lishers likewise escape the penalties of see 
tions SH and 345 of tithe 18, United States 
Code, by avoiding the use of the mails. 

The proposed legislation, it is believed, will 
protect the military and naval forces of the 
United States from the contaminating in 
fluences of propaganda which has as its ulti 
mate object the overthrow of our Government 
by force, It does not infringe upon the rights 
of free speech or of a free press. It does not 
prevent any person from advocating a change 
in existing laws by lawful means. It 
however, prevent persons from urging mem 
bers of the armed forces to violate the laws 
Which they are governed,

Army Air Bases 

The War Department vesterday allot 
ted to Air Corps construction projects in 
the United States and its 
$62,800,000 of funds appropriated for that 
purpose in the 1940 supply bill and 83, 
P6100 made available by WPA.

it was passed by unanimous consent. 

The bill, sponsored by the Regular Vet- 
erans’ Association, was introduced by 
Senator Schwartz. It originally provided 
payment at 90 per cent of war rates. The 
Veterans’ Administration and the Bureau 
of the Budget, and consequently the War 
and Navy Departments, recommended 60 
per cent of war rates. Finally the com- 
mittee decided that while 90 per cent 
would be justified it would recommend 75 
per cent as a satisfactory compromise. 

The action of the Senate this week 
sent the measure to the House where it 
was acted upon favorably yesterday by 
the Invalid Pensions Committee. It will 
be placed on the House Calendar and may 
be passed at this session. However, with 
the adjournment of Congress for this ses- 
sion nearing, there is a possibility that no 
action will be taken by the House until 
next session. The bill would then be of 
first priority on the calendar of the House 
Committee and the House. 

The bill passed by the Senate amends 
paragraph 2 of part 2 of the Veterans’ 
Regulation number 1 (a), to provide the 
following benefits for disabled regulars: 

“IL. For the purposes of part II, paragraph 
I (a) hereof, if the disability results from in 
jury or disease 

“(a) If and while the disability is rated 10 
per cent the monthly pension shall be $7.50 

“(b) If and while the disability is rated 20 
per cent the monthly pension shall be $15 

“(e) If and while the disability is rated 30 
per cent the monthly pension shall be $22.50. 

“(d) If and while the disability is rated 40 
per cent the monthly pension shall be $30, 

“(e) If and while the disability is rated 50 
per cent the monthly pension shall be $37.50. 

“(f) If and while the disability is rated 60 
per cent the monthly pension shall be $45. 

“(g) If and while the disability is rated 70 
per cent the monthly pension shall be $52.50, 

“(h) If and while the disability is rated 80 
per cent the monthly pension shall be $60, 

“(i) If and while the disability is rated 90 
per cent the monthly pension shall be $67.50. 

“(j) If and while the disability is rated as 
total the monthly pension shall be $75. 

“(k) If the disabled person, as the result of 
service-incurred disability, has suffered the 
anatomical loss or the loss of the use of only 
one foot, or one hand, or one eye, the rate of 
pension provided in part Il, paragraph Il, (a) 
to (j), shall be increased by $18.75 per month. 

“(l) If the disabled person, as the result 
of service-ineurred disability, has suffered the 
anatomical loss or loss of use of both hands, 
or of both feet, or of one hand and one foot, 
or is so helpless as to be in need of regular 
aid and attendance, the monthly pension shall 
be $112.50. 

“(m) If the disabled person, as the result 
of service-incurred disability, has suffered the 
anatomical loss or loss of use of both hands 
and one foot, or of both feet and one hand, or 
if the disabled persons, as the result of ser 
vice-incurred disability, is blind in both eyes, 
having only light perception, the monthly 
pension shall be $131.25. 

“(n) If the disabled person, as the result 
of service-incurred disability, is blind in both 
eyes, having only light perception, and has 
suffered the anatomical loss or loss of use of 
one hand or of one foot, the monthly pension 
shall be $150. 

“(o) If the disabled person, as the result of 
service-incurred disability, has suffered the 
anatomical loss or loss of use as provided in 
subparagraphs (1) to (n), inclusive, of part IT, 
Paragraph 1, of this regulation, and/or 
blindness in both eyes, having only light per 
ception, which conditions under subpara 
&raphs (1) to (n), inclusive, entitle him to 
two or more of the rates provided in those 
subparagraphs, no specified condition being 
considered twice in the determination, the 
monthly pension shall be $187.50." 

When the measure was called up on the 
floor, the following debate ensued prior to 
its passage: 

Mr. Barkley. Mr, President, I should like 
to ask the Senator from Wyoming how much 
is involved in the bill. 

Mr. Schwartz. As I recall, it is something 
like three and a half million dollars. Under 
the bill, as amended, providing rates equiva 
lent to 75 per cent of those applicable to war 
veterans, it is estimated that 24,147 veterans 
would receive increases for the fiscal year 1940, 
at a cost of approximately $3,565,048. 

Mr. King. Mr. President, heretofore I have 
challenged attention to this bill, with which 
I have a good deal of sympathy. General 
Hines, the able head of the Veterans’ Admin 
istration, has reviewed this matter in a rather 
lengthy letter, which appears in the report, 
and he expresses opposition to the amount 
recommended to be appropriated and sug 
gests, as I recall, @ per cent instead of 75 


per cent. T ask the Senator whether he will 
not be willing to accept the recommendation 
of General Hines, who is speaking for the 
Government, I think. 

Mr. Schwartz. I cannot accept the amend- 
ment because it seems to me the 75 per cent 
is of itself a very modest and low rate, con 
sidering the nature of military activity at this 
time. At the last session we passed a bill 
allowing these veterans SO per cent, and T in 
troduced the pending bill giving them 90 per 
cent. A subcommittee of the Committee on 
Military Affairs, of which I was not a mem 
ber, took the matter up, and then the commit 
tee itself acted, and concluded to reduce the 
figure to 75 per cent, which is 5 per cent lower 
than the figure the Senate adopted last year. 

As I stated, if for like injuries they are 
given 75 per cent of the compensation given to 
World War veterans, there will be an annual 
cost, according to the Administrator, of $3, 
565,48. If they are given 60 per cent, as sug 
gested by the Senator from Utah, the annual 
cost will be $2,852,438, so that there would be 
a difference of about $713,110 between the 60 
per cent and the 75 per cent. T hope we will 
be able to keep the figure at 75 per cent,

Representative Dow Harter, of Ohio, 
Chairman of the special sub-committee of 
the House Military Affairs Committee to

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Adm. Yarnell Begins Last Week 


Admiral Harry E. Yarnell, USN, to- 
day enters upon his last week as com- 
mander-in-chief of the Asiatic Fleet, a 
post he has held since Oct. 30, 1986 dur- 
ing three years of conflict in the Far East. 

Sometime during this coming week he 
will be formally relieved aboard the USS 
Augusta by Rear Adm, Thomas ©, Hart, 
who was formerly chairman of the Gen- 
eral Board who arrived in Shanghai 
July 19. Admiral Yarnell, who will then 
revert to rank of rear admiral, will re- 
turn to the Navy Department for duty 
until his retirement on Novy. 1 by reason 
of reaching age 64. His duty here will 
largely consist in advising the government 
on conditions in the Far East. 

Born in Independence, lowa, Oct. 18, 
1875, Admiral Yarnell was appointed to 
the Naval Academy in 1893 and com- 
missioned ensign July 1, 1899, promoted 
to lieutenant (jg), 1902; to lieutenant, 
1908; to lieutenant commander, 1916; 
to captain (temporary), 1918, and rear 
admiral, 1928. His first assignment was 
the USS Oregon, and he was aboard her 
when she made her voyage from the 
West Coast around Cape Horn in 1898 to 
participate in the battle of Santiago. 

On July 1, 1911, Admiral Yarnell, 
after other assignments, became = engi- 
neer of the Atlantic Fleet. In 1917 he 
saw duty us base commander at Gibral- 
tar, in command of U. 8. vessels, and later 
had additional duty as chief of staff of 
commander squadron two, Patrol Force. 
He later became aide to Admiral Sims. 
Admiral Yarnell saw aeronautics duty 
in several posts after the World War, 
and became engineer-in-chief and chief of 
the Bureau of Engineering, Sept. 1928. 
He was assistunt to the naval advisers 
to the American delegation at the London 
Naval Conference in 1930. In 1931, he 
became commander aircraft, Battle Force 
of U. S. Fleet. From 19383 until his 
present assignment he was commandant 
of the 14th Naval District, Pearl Harbor,

(Continued from First Page) 
duty only. The board shall make such 
recommendations, including recommenda- 
tions regarding the enactment of legisla- 
tion, as it deems appropriate and justified 
concerning the subject matter herein re- 
ferred. The Secretary of the Navy is fur- 
ther directed to cause the report of the 
board herein authorized to be transmitted 
to the Congress within ten days of the 
heginning of the session of the 76th Con- 
gress convening on or about Jan. 3, 1940.” 
The House Naval committee adopted a 
resolution to the same effect. 

The precept given to Admiral King 
ordered the board to convene “for the 
purpose of studying all matters concern- 
ing the distribution, promotion, and re- 
tirement of officers of the staff corps of 
the navy and of officers of the line of 
the Navy assigned to engineering duty 
only or designated or appointed for the 
performance of aeronautical engineering 
duty only.” 

The precept further stated: 

“The proceedings of the board will be 
conducted, in so far as may be practicable, 
in accordance with instructions contained 
in Naval Courts and Boards and the ree- 
ords of such proceedings forwarded di- 
rectly to the Judge Advocate General of 
the Navy on or before December 1, 1939, 
or as soon thereafter as practicable, 

“The board will make a thorough study 
of the matter hereby submitted to it and 
will make such recommendations, includ- 
ing recommendations regarding the enact- 
ment of legislation, as it may deem appro- 
priate and justified. 

“In conducting its study the board is 
authorized to call witnesses and to re- 
quire information, papers, and other data 
pertinert to the matter hereby submitted 
from the Bureaus and Offices of the Navy 
Department. 

“The Chief of the Bureau of Engineer- 
ing is hereby directed to furnish the nec- 
essary clerical assistance.”

U. S. COAST GUARD 








RESIDENT ROOSEVELT late this 

week signed a proclamation calling 
for celebration the week of Aug. 7 of the 
150th anniversary of the establishment 
by Congress of the Lighthouse Service, 
which on July 1 returned to the Treasury 
Department where it had first been placed 
in 1789. 

The Lighthouse Service was created by 
the ninth act of the first Congress and 
was the first service to be set up which 
was not specifically provided for in the 
Constitution. It was placed in the Trea- 
sury Department and operated by that 
agency under various systems until 
placed with the newly-created Depart- 
ment of Commerce in 1908, This month 
it returned to Treasury, merged with the 
Coast Guard. 

High point of the celebration will be 
Aug. 7 when ceremonies are held at Cape 
Henry Light, Va. The original light, still 
standing, was the first to be built by the 
Lighthouse Service. Details of the cele 
bration at the lighthouse have not been 
completed, but it has been decided that 
cutters engaged in target practice off the 
Virginia Capes will participate. 

On Aug. 4 Coast Guard Day will be 
celebrated at both the New York and San 
Francisco World Fairs, where the Coast 
Guard has exhibits. Rear Adm. Russell 
R. Waesche, commandant, will speak 
over a nation-wide NBC radio hookup 
from New York. 

During the week of Aug. 7 open house 
will be held at all lighthouses and on all 
lightships and tenders. Rolling off the 
presses, to supplement posters which are 
now being distributed, are 20,000 copies 
of a ten-page booklet. The booklet, carry- 
ing a standard cover, varies in inner con- 
tents for various sections of the country, 
containing historical data and pictures of 
eight of the most famous lighthouses of 
each section in which it is to be dis 
tributed. 

Also being prepared is an eight-page 
book of facts on the Lighthouse Service.

Reserve Formation Soon 

Coast Guard headquarters here is 
working on details of organization and 
formulation of regulations for the Coast 
Guard Reserve, authorized last month by 
Congress. 

Orders have been issued to a number 
of officers to report to the new district 
offices in continental United States on 
Sept. 1 as aides to the district com 
manders. Under those officers, they will 
ndminister the reserve which will be de 
centralized as much as possible. They 
will maintain lists of boat owners and 
of boats enrolled in the reserve. 

No sides have been assigned to the 
Juneau, Honolulu or San Juan districts, 
but if sufficient enrollments are made in 
the reserve by residents of the territories, 
assignments of aides to those district 
commanders will be made,

INVOLVED IN PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT’S enforcement of the Relief Law 
is a number of questions of vital importance to the nation, particularly to the 
Regular Army and National Guard. While the WPA strike quickly faded in the face 
of the presidential announcement that there could be no strike against the Govern 
ment, and the strong public sentiment which supported the attitude thereby pro 
claimed, the country is aware that the curtain has just lifted upon a scene of labor 
troubles that is likely to have serious aspects including the use of armed force for 
the preservation and, possibly, restoration of order. Reliefers have the delusion 
that they are entitled to government jobs, in other words that the Government owes 
them a living. Many of them have come to believe, too, that they are justified in 
demanding the same wage seale which is paid to comparable workers in’ private 
industry. Because the latter fear the lower, or security, wage granted by the Gov- 
ernment may be used as an argument by unscrupulous employers to bring about 
a reduction of the union scale, the two large labor organizations are upholding the 
position of those on Relief. Thus we have issues of serious import, issues that have 
become clear-cut us a result of the refusal of the President to countenance strikes, 
or to permit change in the law, and of the purpose of Congress to abide by his de 
cision. Because of their failure to return to work within the time limit fixed by 
Colonel Harrington, some thousands of strikers have been dropped from the WPA 
rolls. Thus a sizable number of trouble breeders is scattered throughout the country. 
Within a few weeks, there will be dropped at least 300,000 Reliefers who have been 
on the rolls for the maximum length of time—-1S months—permitted by the new law. 
That the Workers Alliance, a number of whose oflicials testified to past communist 
affiliation, and other agitators including aliens, will promote demonstrations by these 
unfortunates may be anticipated. If they be of a disorderly character, as at Minne- 
apolis, the question arises whether it is the duty of the State to suppress them, or 
that of the Federal Government. Mayor Leach, of Minneapolis, known to the Army 
for his service as a National Guard officer, culminating in his excellent: adminis- 
tration of the National Guard Bureau, evidently thinks the responsibility rests 
squarely upon the Federal Government, for he has suggested that the Regular 
Army be used to maintain order. While the Constitution provides that the Federal 
Government shall intervene in a State only upon the application of the Legislature 
or its Governor when the Legislature cannot be convened, the fact remains that 
reliefers are federal employes engaged in federal work, and, therefore, if would 
seem that a State properly can look to Washington to suppress any disturbances 
they provoke. If this finally be the decision of the Department of Justice, and it 
would appear to follow from the announcement of the Attorney General and the 
President that there can be no strike against the Government, then, should trouble 
come, the Regulars will be called upon to perform the unpleasant duty of restoring 
public order, which in so many recent instances has been discharged effectively by 
the National Guard. The conduct of Federal troops in the past when they have been 
assigned to this work, forecasts they will act with sternness, but with that care and 
consideration which has earned for them the approval of the mass of the people. 


IF IT IS ANY CONSOLATION TO REAR ADMIRAL COLE and his gallant 
crew, their disappointment in the mishap which sent the Squalus again to the 
bottom of the Atlantic Ovean is shared by their country, which has followed the 
difffeult salvage operations with absorbed attention. Working under terrific pres- 
sure, boring into the ocean bed to make paths for lifting cables, adjusting the 
pontoons, watching always the sky for weather breeders, the task at last was finished. 
Then the order which raised the submarine from the bottom, the breaking away of the 
pontoons, a glimpse of the bow of the vessel, and her return to the depths from which 
she came. Heart-breaking, yes, but those men of indomitable courage immediately 
garbed themselves in their diving suits and set themselves anew to the task. That this 
time they will succeed the country believes. Their inspiration is the confidence the 
people as a whole repose in their demonstrated gallantry and capacity.

Oregon 

Governor Charles A. Sprague wrote the 
following letter to Secretary Woodring: 

“T am deeply in sympathy with the pol- 
icy laid down in your letter of May 9, 
1939, relating to physical qualification of 
officers of the National Guard. I know 
that you will be interested in learning 
that the Commanding General of the Ore- 
gon National Guard four years ago in- 
stituted an identical policy of examina- 
tion of all officers by boards of three offi 
cers. These examinations are held annu- 
ally during the period of field camp. In 
event an officer is found to have physical 
defects he is ordered before a final board 
of three officers. I am advised that, re- 
sponsive to the policy in your letter of 
May 9, a further provision is being added 
this vear that officers will not be exam 
ined by medical personnel attached to the 
unit in which the officer serves. 

“In transmitting your letter to the com 
mander of the Oregon National Guard, I 
have indicated my hearty approval of your 
policy and the wish that the spirit of your 
communication continue to be carried out 
in the future as it has been done in the 
past.” 

Pennsylvania 


Governor Arthur Hl. James wrote to 
Secretary Woodring as follows: 

“T hereby acknowledge receipt of your 
letter of May 9th, 1939, and wish to as- 
sure you that the Department of Mili- 
tary Affairs of the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania is in full accord with your 
desire to maintain a high standard of effi 
ciency in our Pennsylvania National 
Guard. 

“General Martin, The Adjutant Gen 
eral, agrees that the physical condition 
of officers should meet the same stand 
ards as those set up by the Regular Army 
and he proposes to take the necessary ac 
tion to assure strict and impartial exam 
inations, 

“A law which provided that the Divi 
sion Commander could serve until he was 
69 years of age has been repealed, and in 
the future this officer will retire as other 
officers do at the age of 64 years. An 
amendment to another law of the Com 
monwealth has been introduced in the 
Legislature and will probably be passed 
before the session ends, which will per 
mit the Governor to vacate the Commis 
sion of any officer who is over age in his 
grade, It is presumed that the War De 
partment will establish age averages in 
grades for the National Guard as well as 
for the Regular Army.” 

Puerto Rico 

“The Honorable Governor of Puerto 
Rico in answer to the Secretary of War’s 
communication agreed on the objectives of 
the program and directed the undersigned 
to request from the Corps Area Com 
mander the appointment of a Medical

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—The refusal of the Senate to enact the neutrality proposals of the 
President and the Secretary of State has weakened the leadership of the United 
Stutes “in exercising its potent influence in the cause of preserving peace among 
other nations in the event of a new crisis in Europe between now and next Janu- 
ary.” This was the official statement issued by the White [louse following con- 
ferences between the Chief Executive and Mr. Ilull and Democratic and Republican 
Congressional leaders. An analysis of the statement discloses that the President 
has no intention of abandoning his policy of intervention when he deems its appli- 











cation necessary, although he realizes that what he may say will not have the | 
influence it would have possessed had he been given the backing of Congress. Fur- 


ther, the President fears another crisis is impending. Indeed, in what he said to 
congressional conferees, he was specific and numed the Axis Powers as the pros- 
pective aggressors. If from that crisis war should come, he felt it was only just 
that he should transfer to the Senate the responsibility for American inaction. On 
their part, the Congressional leaders were willing to accept the responsibility. 
After listening to the President, it was their conviction that war will not occur, 
and in any event that the United States should refrain from measures which might in- 
volve us in it. In short, Congress at this time is wedded to the policy of isolation, and 
holds that if hostilities should break out it can be rapidly reconvened in order to pass 
uny legislation that might be needed. 

It is the intention of the President to make a cross-country trip in which he 
will endeavor to bring home to the people the necessity of giving him a free hand, 
first, to prevent war, and, second, to provide him with the power to prevent par- 
ticipytion of the United States therein. The- information in his posse sion is that 
the Axis owers have not abandoned the aims which they long ago set forth. Now 
as a result of the Senate’s attitude he expects them to be encouraged to press those 
aims. The first consequence in the official judgment will be to make Soviet Russia 
the more unwilling to enter into the Anglo-French alliance, Another consequence 
will be to weaken Voland’s determination to resist. Poland now is in dispute with 
Great Britain over the terms of the financial support the latter promised to give. 
Germany will feel she can move against Danzig without apprehension of American 
intervention, and Italy will be disposed for the same reason to urge her Medi- 
terrunean claims. As the United States will not support Great Britain and France 
in Europe, those nations will be the more handcuffed to that section of the world, 
which will mean that Japan will feel free to pursue her anti-British policy in the 
lar East. In this connection it is of note that there continues differences between 
the Japanese and the British as to the agenda for the conference to occur relative 
to the Tien Tsin blockade, the former insisting that it shall deal with the entire 
matter of British policy in China, and the latter that it shall cover solely the local 
features of the incident. Chamberlain has said that Japan cannot dictate British 
policy, but the Japanese Army leaders are going on the assumption that they may 
do so without fear of hostile action by the London Government. Japan also is be- 
coming more aggressive toward Russia, as evidenced by the skirmishes occurring 
on the Outer Mongolian frontier and the dispute which has arisen over Japanese 
activity in the Island of Sakhalin. For the purpose of curbing Japanese operations 
against China, Great Britain and Russia, the Senate Foreign Relations Committee 
is continuing consideration of a resolution banning American export materials, and 
as a step toward this end Senator Vandenberg has proposed immediate abrogation 
of the Commercial Treaty of 1911 with that country. As a part of the plan of 
Western Hemispherical protection, the House Foreign Affairs Committee has _re- 
ported favorably an administration bill authorizing the War and Navy Departments 
to aid in the military and naval armament of South American nations, 


Anaretie Expedition—A committee of four men, representing the State, Treasury, 
Navy and Interior Departments, has been named by President Roosevelt to or- 
ganize, direct and coordinate the conduct of the Anarctie survey, which will be 
commanded by Rear Adm. Richard E. Byrd, USN-Ret. 

Capt. Charles C. Hartigan, USN, has been named to represent the Navy; Rear 
Adm. Russell R. Waesche, USCG, the Treasury; Mr. Hugh 8S. Cumming, jr., the 
State Department, and Dr. Ernest Il. Gruening, the Interior Department. 

All government agencies that may be concerned with the work of the expedition 
were asked by the President to cooperate with the committee and with Admiral 
Byrd in every practicable way. 

The polar expedition will be financed by an appropriation of $840,000 contained 
in the deficiency act of June 30, 

Purpose of the expedition is stated as “an investigation and survey of the 
natural resources of the land and sea areas of the Anarctic regions,” but also prompt- 
ing the trip was a desire to secure American claims to certain lands in Anarctica, 
in view of the fact that certain European nations are rumored to be preparing to 
take possession of some Anarctic regions. 


General Officer Vacancies—Unless unanticipated vacancies occur, it now seems 
that there will be only four appointments to be made of general officer of the line 
of the Army for the remainder of this calendar year. One vacancy already exists— 
that created by the retirement June 30 of Brig. Gen. Charles M. Bundel, USA. Two 
vacancies were created June 30 by the retirements of General Bundel and Brig. 
Gen. Thomas FE. Merrill, but for some unannounced reason, only one apointment 
was made—that of Col. Frank M, Andrews, AC, to fill the vacancy created by Gen- 
eral Merrill’s retirement. ‘The next line vacancy to be filled will be August 30 when 
Brig. Gen. George C. Marshall is promoted to be major general, a rank which he 
will not exercise, at least for four years, for he becomes at the same time a General 
by virtue of his appointment to be chief of staff. However, someone will be ap- 
pointed brigadier general at that time. Next line promotions will be November 30 
when Maj. Gen. Albert J. Bowley retires leaving a vacancy in that grade and one 
in the brigadier general’s grade created by the promotion to fill his vacancy. 


Overhaul of Battleships—The Senate this week passed the bill, HR 6065, which 
authorizes the expenditure of $6,600,000 for the partial modernization of the battle- 
ships Tennessee, California, Colorado, Maryland and West Virginia. In passing the 
bill, the Senate added an amendment authorizing the purchase of two motor vessels 


| from the Maritime Commission, the Santa Rita and the Santa Inez, at a cost of 
$1,000,000, for use by the Navy. The amendment also authorized the expenditure of 
$1,500,000 for the conversion of the vessels for Naval use. 

The amended measure was reported back to the House and that body agreed to the 

| Senate amendment late this week. The bill now goes to the President for his signature. 

One of the motor vessels will replace the naval survey ship Hannibal, while the other 

will be used to service the new air bases in the Pacific. 


Army Industrial College—Three new officers will be on the faculty of the Army In- 
dustrial College when classes are begun again Sept. 15, for an expected enrollment 
of 62 officers of the Army, Navy and Marine Corps. Lt. Col. William A. Borden, OD, 
will succeed Col. Francis H. Miles, jr.. OD, who is college commandant; Maj. Paul 
P. Logan, QMC, will succeed Lt. Col. Rudoif W. Riefkohl, QMC, and Comdr, William 
A. Best, SC, USN, will succeed Comdr. Frank C. Dunham, SC, USN. 

The following staff and faculty members will remain: Colonel Miles, Lt. Col. John 
EK. Lewis, FA, assistant commandant ; Maj. Frank H. Hastings, CAC, executive officer ; 
Lt. Col. Whitehead, Maj. Frank W. Gano, CE; Maj. Norman D. Brophy, AC; and 
Maj. George V. McePike, AC. 


Submarine Safety Procedure—Announcements in the British Parliament that new 
safeguards would be taken during diving tests by submarines, recall similar safety 
precautions taken in the under-sea service of the United States Navy. Geoffrey Shakes- 
peare, financial secretary to the Admiralty, said that hereafter a naval vessel capable 
of communication with a submerged submarine will attend diving trials, that a sub- 
merged submarine will tow a marking buoy, that civilians participating in diving 
tests will be given an opportunity to practice with the Davis escape lung, and that 
telephones and lights will be placed in the marker buoys. It will be noted that in 
our test areas the specially equipped submarine rescue vessels are always kept avail 
able. While our subs do not tow marker buoys they are equipped with buoys which 
can be released by the crew if the vessel becomes disabled. As a matter of fact it is 
this device with its burning flare that located the Squalus so promptly and it was its 
self contained telephone which enabled surface personnel to determine the situation 
in the crippld submersible. Another device planned by the British that was designed 
to prevent torpedo tubes from being opened from within the submarine when their 
outer caps have been opened and the tubes are flooded. Similar interlocking devices 
were placed on American subs some years ago and dependence of crew members on 
this automatic feature instead of checking with the gage led to the opening of the 
chamber at a time when the device had failed and the tubes were flooded, in conse- 
quence of which the R6 in 1921 settled to the bottom alongside the dock. 


Aviation Medicine—The routine course of instruction to qualify medical officers for 
duty as Flight Surgeons was commenced at the School of Aviation Medicine, Ran- 
dolph Field, Tex., July 15, 1939, and will continue for four months. The following 
student officers are enrolled: Medical Corps, U. S. Army—Capt. James G. Moore, 
Mitchel Field, L. I., N. Y.; Capt. Gus W. Neece, Wright Field, Ohio; Ist Lt. Andres 
G. Oliver, Boston Airport, Mass.; Ist Lt. George Zalkan, Scott Field, Ill.; 1st Lt. 
Robert H. Looney, jr., Kelly Field, Tex.; Medical Corps, U. S. Navy—-Lt. Cecil D. 
Riggs, Lt. (jg) Norman L. Barr, Lt. (jg) Nicholas KE. Dobos, Lt. (jg) Earle FE. Met- 
calfe, Lt. (jg) Samuel J. Wisler, all of Pensacola, Fla.; and Medical Corps, Philippine 
Army—Ist Lt. Trajano V. Bernardo, Manila, P. I. 

Two basic courses are conducted annually, starting July 15th and December Ist 
of each calendar year. In addition to the resident courses, the School conducts 
throughout the year extension (correspondence) courses of considerable magnitude. 
Th School of Aviation Medicine is an activity of the Air Corps Training Center. 


Squalus Raising—Unfavorable aspects of the failure of Navy salvage crews to raise 
the sunken submarine Squalus July 13, were minimized this week by those associated 
with the rescue work. The submarine is now in better position for raising than she 
was before the attempt, it was said, and the middle of next month might well see 
her in Portsmouth, N. H., Navy Yard. 

Salvagers had foreseen the possibility of a “blow-up” long before the actual lift 
was attempted, in fact, ever since it was found that the submersible’s stern was buried 
deep in mud and would require a great amount of excess buoyancy to free it. Little 
fear was felt for the craft’s safety should she plunge to the bottom again, and exami- 
nation of the vessel in her new position has justified that optimism. Not only is the 
submarine unharmed, but she is on an even keel, save for a slight list to port. 

She is buried in about 12 feet of mud at the deepest—eight feet less than the depth 
to which she sank when she first plunged to the bottom off Portsmouth, May 28, 
carrying 26 persons to their deaths, 

Officers explained that the “blow-up” was due to the fact that much air had to 
be pumped into pontoons and submarine to give her sufficient buoyancy to break free 
of the ground. Once clear the excess “lift” caused her to rush to the surface. The 
next raising should be done much more slowly, officers said, both because less “lift” 
is needed and because the salvage crews have gained “much experience” from the 
first lifting attempt. 

Diving was temporarily suspended Wednesday and Thursday since most of the 
divers were suffering from colds, making work in the cold waters inadvisable. Opera- 
tions were to have been resumed as soon as possible, for at all events the Navy is 
certain that it is not going to abandon attempts to raise the Squalus. 


Air Safety—A safety flying record 300 per cent greater for Randolph Field, Texas, 
than for American-operated airlines was claimed this week by the Randolph Field 
correspondent of the “Air Corps News Letter,” who pointed out : “American-operated 
airlines ... established an enviable record in safety of operation during the calendar 
year of 1938, figures recently released by the Civil Aeronautics Authority revealed. A 
total of 81,058,127 revenue airplane miles was flown, with only 45 deaths during the 
entire one-year period. Therefore, the average number of airplane miles per accident 
was almost two million—to be exact, 1,801,291 miles for each death in a scheduled air 
transport plane. 

“However, during the fiscal year from July 1, 1938, to June 30, 1939, the Primary 
Flying School at Randolph Field, Texas, where almost 90 per cent of the flying is of 
the student training variety, boasts of a safety record that surpasses the airlines by 
more than 300 per cent! Approximately 150,000 airplane hours, or 17,000,000 airplane 
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miles were flown at the “West Point of the Air” during the twelve-month period 
and with only three fatalities, a death for every 5,600,000 airplane miles, as compared 
with the 1,801,291 miles—the airline record.” 


Bureau of Yards and Docks—Contracts for installation of nine cranes at the Nor- 
folk, Va., Navy Yard have been awarded by the Bureau of Yards and Docks. Con 
tract for one 40-ton and one 5-ton overhead crane was awarded on a bid of $29,100; 
for one 40-ton overhead crane on a quotation of $20,689, and for six 5-ton wall cranes 
on a bid of $46,465. 

Contracts let by the Bureau of Yards and Docks during the week included: 
foundations for aeronautical engine laboratory and laboratory office building at 
Philadelphia Navy Yard, $134,815; freight elevators at the Mare Island Navy Yard, 
$123,363, and resurfacing roads at the Naval Ammunition Depot, St. Juliens Creek, 
$3,489.75. 


No More Officers—The examinations now being conducted to obtain 29 officers for 
the Infantry, Cavalry, Field Aitillery, Coast Artillery and Signal Corps will afford 
the last opportunity for would-be officers to obtain commissions this fiscal year. 
Dxceptions are, the graduates of the U. S. Military Academy, those obtaining 
permanent commission under the Thomason Act, and those commissioned from the 
Air Corps Reserve and Ilonor graduates of ROTC units. 

Preliminary examinations are now being concluded by Corps Area command 
ers, of applicants for the 29 commissions. Final examinations will be held by Sept. 
2, and selected candidates will be commissioned in the Regular Army about Nov. 
1. Selections are to be made from the following classes of applicants: warrant offi 
cers and enlisted men of the Regular Army who have had at least two vears’ service ; 
reserve officers; officers, warrant officers and enlisted men of the National Guard; 
members of the Enlisted Reserve Corps, and graduates of approved technical 
institutions. 

Full details of the examinations were printed in the June 10, 1939, issue of the 
ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL, 


Caribbean Naval Bases—Senator Ernest Lundeen, of Minn., this week told the 
Senate that the United States should acquire Naval air surface ship bases at strategic 
points within 1500 miles of Panama and Nicaragua. He declared, “We are now ex 
pending huge sums for our national defense. This year we are spending some $2,- 
000,000,000 for that very purpose. Why not acquire permanent naval and air bases 
along our Atlantic and Pacific coast lines?’ Referring to a series of Joint Resolutions 
which he has introduced to authorize and request the President to enter into negotia 
tions with several foreign governments with a view to the acquistion of islands under 
their control, Senator Lundeen said, “The screen of islands on the west coast and the 
islands from Greenland to the continent of South America all must be acquired. 
They are all American and should be under our defense control. Let us act now before 
it is too late.” 

Senator Lundeen inserted in the record a memorandum prepared for him by 
Capt. G. S. Bryan, Chief Hydrographer of the Navy Depaftment, containing a list of 
the islands concerned, their distance from Panama and their present sovereignty. This 
latest move toward increasing the protective screen of the Panama Canal falls directly 
into the scheme of hemisphere defense and will undoubtedly receive considerable 
support in both houses of Congress. The five resolutions introduced this week would 
authorize negotiations with the governments of Panama, Costa Rica, Mexico, Heuador 
and Colombia. Senator Lundeen quoted in his remarks a news story to the effect that 
President Narvaez, of Ecuador, is preparing to offer the United States the Galapagos 
Islands, 800 miles to the southwest of the Panama Canal, either in outright sale or 
as security for a $17,000,000 loan. The outright sale price, the news article said, 
would be in the neighborhood of $100,000,000. 

The 
name of the Island is given, its present sovereignty and its distance from Panama, 
or Corinto, Nicaragua.

Puerto Rican Department—The Legislature of Puerto Rico this week transmitted 
to the Congress of the United States a resolution expressing appreciation for the 
establishment of a military department in that territory. The resolution cited press 
reports from Washington to the effect that the United States plans to spend $1,000,- 
000,000 on the new department. The resolutien said in part, “Puerto Rico, which is 
composed of loyal citizens of the United States, would be willing to show, as often as 
may be necessary, its determination to collaborate in the military plans and actions 
6f the Nation by offering its soldiers, contributing its money, and cooperating with its 
labor and its discipline as it has already done once during the intervention of the 
United States in the World War.” 

: The legislature also passed a resolution declaring Maj. Gen. Blanton Winship, 
USA-Ret., to be an “adoptive son” of Puerto Rico. 
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Naval Aviation Personnel—The aviation board, formed at the request of Congress 
to report upon “all matters concerning the regular and reserve aviation personnel of 
the Navy and Marine Corps,” met July 18 at the call of its senior member, Rear Adm. 
Frederick J. Horne, member of the general board. The board will meet from time to 
time until about Dec. 1, at which time it will submit to the Judge Advocate General 
for transmission to Congress the record of its proceedings. Witnesses will be called 
by the board after ground work has been laid. Meetings will be held on call as often 
us necessary. 

Other members of the board are Capt. George D. Murray, Comdr. Edwin T. 
Short, Lt. Col. Lewie G. Merritt, USMC, and Lt. Comdr. Thomas S. Combs. Lt. Comdr. 
Apolo Soucek is recorder of the board. The precept to the board is of a general 
nature, stating: . 

“A board... is hereby ordered to convene upon the call of the senior member 
for the purpose of studying all matters concerning the regular and reserve aviation 
personnel of the Navy and Marine Corps. The proceedings of the board will be con- 
ducted, in so far as may be practicable, in accordance with instructions contained 
in Naval Courts and Boards and the records of such proceedings forwarded directly 
to the Judge Advocate General of the Navy on or before Dec. 1, 1939, or as soon there- 
after as practicable. 

“The board will make a thorough study of the matter hereby submitted to it and 
will make such recommendations, including recommendations regarding the enact- 
ment of legislation, as it may deem appropriate and justified. 

“In conducting its study the board is authorized to call witnesses and to require 
information, papers and other data pertinent to the matter hereby submitted, from 
the Bureaus and Offices of the Navy Department.” 

The board was formed in compliance with Sect. 14 of the bill authorizing com- 
missioning of aviation cadets in the Naval and Marine Corps reserve upon completion 
of training, which directed such a board to determine whether “further legislation 
may be necessary for this branch of the service.” 


Air Corps—Four generals flew to Wright Field, Dayton, Ohio, Wednesday on a one- 
day trip of inspection to the post. Leaving Bolling Field, D. C., Wednesday morning 
on an Army transport plane were Maj. Gen. Henry H. Arnold, chief of Air Corps; 
Maj. Gen. Robert M. Danford, chief of Field Artillery; Maj. Gen. George A. Lynch, 
chief of Infantry, and Brig. Gen. George V. Strong, chief of War Plans Division, 


General Staff. 


Bureau of Aeronautices—The few large paintings of insignia of Naval aircraft 
squadrons which now decorate the walls of the ninth wing, second floor, Navy build- 
ing, will shortly be replaced with a complete set of similar paintings of uniform size 
for all Navy squadrons. 

About 100 paintings will be framed and hung in the corridors. The insignia are 
being painted by Mrs. Joy Bright Hancock, of the bureau’s information section. Mrs. 
Hancock has completed 45 of the designs and expects to have the remainder finished 


in about six months. 


Coast and Geodetic Survey—The fleet of U. S. Coast and Geodetic Survey ships 
operating in the Aleutian Islands, have reported to Admiral Leo Otis Colbert, Direc- 
tor, ideal weather for the last half of May. The expedition is engaged on charting 
the Aleutian Islands chain, extending from the Alaskan Peninsula for some 1,000 
miles westward. 

After arriving from Seattle in Dutch Harbor, Unalaska Bay, on May 11, in a 
heavy snowstorm, the parties were then favored with exceptionally fine weather 
for the remainder of May, contrary to weather conditions usually encountered in 
these high altitudes, 

The party on the ship Pioneer was able to extend triangulation control from its 
season's work from the Islands of Four Mountains to voleanic Yunaska Island. One 
control station was established on the slope of the voleano, which was in violent erup- 
tion last year, and others along the northern shoreline of the island. 

This project includes the charting of the proposed new modified Great Circle 
route to the Orient, which enters Bering Sea through Unimak Pass and traverses the 
rhumb line course from Seotch Cap lighthouse to about 5 miles north of Cape 
Wrangell, on the west end of Attu Island. Detailed surveys are being extended 15 
miles north of this rhumb line. 


Nine Power Treaty—Senator Arthur Vandenberg, of Mich., this week introduced 
a resolution into the Senate, S. Res. 166, which would authorize the State Department 
to give Japan the six months notice required by the treaty of 1911 for its abrogation 
in order that the United States may be free to formulate a new treaty. The resolution 
also calls for the reconvening of the Conference of Brussels of 1937, now in recess, 
to determine whether Japan has and is violating the provisions of the Nine Power 


Treaty. The Brussels Conference of 1937 failed to establish clearly the extent of 
Japan’s abrogation of the Nine Power Pact. 
Airplane Engines—<Assistant Secretary of War Louis Johnson announced this 


week that an air-cooled radial aircraft engine of completely new design had just 
completed the Air Corps’ 150-hour test in the laboratories of the Materiel Division, 
Wright Field, Ohio, Engineering experts of both the Army and the Navy, working in 
conjunction with the engineers of a commercial firm have participated in its develop- 
ment, He added that this powerful engine had been under development for the past 
two years. 

Radical changes in design have been incorporated in this engine so that, although 
it develops an extremely high horse-power rating, it is no larger in diameter than the 
original 400 horse-power engine built ten years ago. The reduced frontal area of the 
engine permits its use in modern high speed aircraft without interference with the 
streamlining characteristics necessary for the attainment of top speeds. Before being 
sent to the Materiel Division the new engine underwent more than 3,000 hours of 
running in the commercial firm’s power plant laboratories, where, in addition to 150- 
hour runs under varying loads, it was put through more than fifty “power dives” under 
conditions simulating actual flight and in which horsepowers considerably greater 
than its normal high rating were obtained. While Colonel Johnson would not discuss 
the new engine in detail, he revealed that it was a double row radial engine with 
eighteen cylinders, nine in each bank and that it weighed slightly more than a pound 
per horsepower.

Payments to Widow 

Presented with two claims for pay- 
ment of the 6-months death gratuity in 
the case of the recent death of a soldier, 
the Comptroller General this week ruled 
that the wife by second marriage is en- 
titled to the payment even though the 
marriage took place within six months of 
the divorce from the first. The divorce 
was granted in Alabama and decree pro- 
hibited remarriage for a period of six 
months. The soldier, however, was re- 
married in Georgia, and the comptroller 
held that “remarriage in another state of 
a divorced soldier within the period pro- 
hibited by the statute of the State where 
the divorce was granted, if valid under 
the laws of the State where the marriage 
was celebrated, payment of six months 
death gratuity, because of the death of 
the soldier, to the wife by the said re- 
marriage, is authorized.” 


President Signs Bills 

President Roosevelt this week signed 
a number of bills affecting the services. 
Among those receiving the Presidential 
signature were: 

The bill, S. 2222, enlarging the Gen- 
eral Staff Corps of the Army and author- 
izing the post of Deputy Chief of Staff. 

The bill, S. 1018, which authorizes the 
purchase, without advertising, of experi- 
mental aireraTtt parts and instruments. 

The bill, S. 1181, which provides that 
warrant officers and enlisted men of the 
Army who are discharged or resign to ac- 
cept extended active duty as Reserve of- 
ficers may be appointed to the rank held 
at time of separation from the Regular 
Army upon the conclusion of their active 
duty tour. 

The bill, S. 2353, which authorizes the 
construction of a Medical Field Service 
School building at Carlisle Barracks, Pa. 

The bill, S. 510, which authorizes cer- 
tain oflicers and enlisted men of the Army 
to accept foreign decorations tendered 
them in recognition of outstanding ser- 
vices. 

The bill, S. 1021, which places Reserve 
officers serving on active duty for periods 
of less than 30 days under the provisions 
of the United States Employees Compen- 
sation Act. 

The bill, S. 1118, which authorizes com- 
missaries and ship’s stores ashore outside 
the continental limits of the United 
States and in Alaska to cash the Govern- 
ment pay checks of retired naval person- 
nel and members of the Naval and Marine 
Corps Reserve. 

The bill, S. 2096, which places warrant 
officers of the Army Mine Planter Service 
in the same category as warrant officers 
of other branches of the service.

Objects to Lieutenant Generals 

Upon objection of Senator William H. 
King, of Utah, the Senate this week 
passed over the bill S. 2354, which pro- 
vides for the rank of lieutenant general 
for the commanders of the four armies 
of the United States. An identical bill has 
already passed the House. In refusing to 
permit passage of the bill on a unanimous 
consent request, Senator King gave no 
reason for his opposition. 

Senator Tom Connally, of Tex., also 
objected, but withdrew his objection when 
Senator Morris Sheppard assured him 
that the lieutenant generalcies would be 
only temporary. 

In explaining the features of the bill 
to the Senate, Senator Sheppard said, 
“Certainly the Army ought to have ofli- 
cers of a similar rank with those in the 
Navy (vice admirals) when performing 
similar functions.” 

Senator Connally said, “I doubt very 
much the wisdom of this kind of legisla- 
tion. Every officer in the Army wants to 
be a full general if he can, and, if he 
cannot, he wants to be a lieutenant gen- 
eral.” Senator Sheppard replied, “It is 
ouly when these oflicers perform similar 
functions to those of vice admiral in the 
Navy that they will have this rank.” To 
this Senator Connally answered, “The 
argument is that because the Navy does 
it the Army ought to do it. That does not 
make it right.” 

Ilowever, Senator King insisted on his 
objection and the bill was not passed.

National Guard News 











NLY the approval of the States of 

Kentucky, Ohio and Pennsylvania 
and ef the National Guard Bureau is nec- 
essvry to permit organization of the re- 
mainder of the 22nd Cavalry Division. 

The Adjutant General of Kentucky; 
Brig. Gen. Newell C. Bolton, commander 
of the 54th Cavalry Brigade, representing 
Ohio, and Brig. Gen. Edward J. Stack- 
pole, jr., commander of the 52nd Cavalry 
Brigade, representing Pennsylvania, con- 
ferred at the Powhatan Hotel here last 
Friday and reached a tentative agreement 
on three points to be decided. 

First, was selection of a division com- 
manding officer, and it is believed that 
General Stackpole will get that post. Dis- 
tribution among the three States of the 
divisional staff positions, and allocation of 
the units still inactive and unassigned 
were the other two questions, Agreements 
have been reached on all three, subject to 
State and national approval. 

Upon the location of the inactive units 
will depend the allocation of some of the 
staff positions. The commander of the 

22nd Quartermaster Squadron, for in- 
stance, Will have additional duty as quar- 
termaster officer on the division staff. 
The headquarters and headquarters de- 
tachment, the quartermaster squadron, 
the headquarters detachment of special 
troops, the light tank company and the 
medical department detachment are now 
held in the National Guard Bureau, and 
disposition by States of these units will 
be decided upon, 

At present 11 of the units of the 22nd 
Division are active, and 14 inactive, those 
inactive which are not being held by the 
bureau having already been allotted to 
the States but not yet organized. Organi- 
zition of only two of the inactive units is 
necessary to give 51 per cent organization 
and entitle the division to have a com- 
muanding general, 

Formation of the staff will proceed 
upon the lines recently approved by the 
War Department and already ordered for 
the only existing Cavalry division, the 
24th, as reported in the June 10 issue of 
the AnMyY AND NAVY JOURNAL, 

When the 21st and 28rd divisions are 
organized, they wili follow the same sys- 
tem, which is in line with the division 
stuffs of the Cavalry of the Regular 
Army. 

The new organization calls for a com- 
minding general; a chief of staff with 
rank of colonel; five general staff officers 
with rank of lieutenant colonel or major, 
two representing G-3; a signal officer ; the 
adjutant general; the inspector general; 
the judge advocate general; the ordnance 
officer; a captain aide and a first lieu- 
tenant aide. In addition, four officers will 
act as advisers to the division com- 
mander in addition to performing their 
regular command duties—the artillery 
officer, commanding the field artillery 
regiment; the engineer officer command- 
ing the engineer squadron; the quarter- 
master officer, commanding the quarter- 
muster squadron, and the surgeon, com- 
minding the medical squadron,

The War Department has approved 
new tables of organization for infantry 
headquarters and headquarters com- 
panies which will combine the present 
headquarters and howitzer companies. 
The change is in line with the new or- 
ganization of the infantry of the Regular 
Army and wili become effective Sept. 1 
for all infantry regiments of the Na- 
tional Guard, both division and unat- 
tached troops. 

Though the combination will result in 
a surplus of officers and men, there will 
be no separations or demotions, and the 
additional personnel will be carried un- 
til absorbed. Logically, however, the 
combination should act to slow up pro- 
motions for sometime. 

Two surplus officers, a captain and a 
second lieutenant, will be created as a re- 
sult of the consolidation. Which of the 
two captains will be surplus will be left 
to the various States to decide. The 
States will also designate the stations of 
the units. In all but the more populous 
cities the effect of the reorganization will 
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probably be to divide the company be- 
tween two stations. 

Two methods of organization will be 
accepted. One calls for the company head- 
quarters, anti-tank platoon and _ intelli- 
gence platoon at one station, and the 
communications platoon at the second 
station. The other calls for the head- 
quarters, intelligence platoon and com- 
munications platoon at one station and 
the anti-tank platoon at the second sta- 
tion. 

Strength of the new company will be 
one captain, two first lieutenants (one 
commanding the anti-tank platoon; the 
other the communications platoon), and 
108 men. With the allowable ten per cent 
surplus the enlisted strength can be 119 
men. Present strength, with allowables, 
are three officers and 66 men of the how- 
itzer company and two officers and 66 
men for headquarters company. A sur- 
plus of two officers and 13 men will re- 
sult, 

- oOo _ - 

Further reorganizations are also being 
studied by the National Guard Bureau. 
New tables of organization are being 
prepared for the medical regiments 
which would cut strength from three 
companies to a battalion to two com- 
panies. The first battalion will have a 
headquarters and two collecting com- 
panies; the second battalion two ambu- 
lance companies, and the third battalion 
two hospital companies. The regiment 
itself, however, will remain at present 
maintenance strength, or perhaps even 
be increased slightly, indicating that the 
companies themselves may be larger. 

Complete reorganizatior |. the 155 
millimeter howitzer regiments and the 
infantry regiments is being studied. The 
latter will complete the revamping be- 
gun with the headquarters and howitzer 
companies, and will result in a regiment 
similar to the new Regular Army regi- 
ments. 





Army Reserve Activities 











The Senate this week passed the bill 
granting a $50.00 per year uniform allow- 
ance for Reserve officers during the first 
three years of their commissioned service. 
The bill, vu Tlouse measure, now goes to 
the President for his signature. The orig- 
inal provision granting pay for inactive 
duty credits was lost.

(b) Subcourse 10-7, (common), Map and 
Aerial Photograph Reading,

(e) Subcourse 20-4, Security and Informa- 
tion, 

(f) Subcourse 20-6, Combat Principles, the

Satisfactory evidence of successful 
completion of any of the above courses 
for 1938-39 will be accepted in lieu of the 
prescribed examinations or tests in sub- 
jects corresponding to the above sub- 
courses under the terms of AR 140-5, 
paragraph 39c, for appointment or pro- 
motion in the Officers’ Reserve Corps.

Pay of Advanced Rank 

Representative Izac of Calif., has intro- 
duced a bill increasing the pay of certain 
service personnel retired with advanced 
war rank. His bill provides: 

“That any officer or enlisted man of the 
Army, Navy, Marine Corps, or Coast Guard 
who has been advanced on the retired list of 
his respective branch of the service and pro 
moted to the highest grade of his wartime 
rank; who has served honorably in three 
wars or insurrections, in which the United 
States forces have been engaged, exercised 
the command, and bore the responsibility of 
his highest rank and grade in battle, and 
decorated by the United States for gallantry, 
and cited in orders for conspicuous and meri- 
torious service in battle operations, shall 
upon the passage of this Act be granted the 
retired pay and allowances of his highest 
wartime rank and grade in the branch of the 
service in which he is now retired: Provided, 
That no officer, warrant officer, noncommis 
sioned officer, or petty officer qualifying 
under the provisions of this Act who has 
been reduced in rank or grade through any 
act of personal misconduct, inefficiency, or 
sentence of a court-martial, excepting de- 
motion resulting from demobilization of war 
time strength to peacetime permanent estab 
lishment, shall receive the benefits of this 


Act.”

Supplemental Army Appro- 


priations 

The President this week sent to Con- 
gress a supplemental estimate of appro- 
priations, in the amount of $875,000 for 
the construction of the recently author- 
ized Medical Field Service School build- 
ing at Carlisle Barracks, Pa. The funds 
would be included in the Third Deficiency 
Bill, scheduled to be reported in the near 
future. 

President Roosevelt also asked for a 
total of $16,981,300 in cash and contract 
authorizations to implement the = Air 
Corps Expansion program. The restric- 
tion placed in the W.I.A. appropriation 
act on construction project expenditures 
limits the amount of W.P.A. funds avail- 
able to about $4,000,000. This limitation, 
makes necessary, the President said, the 
immediate appropriation of $8,431,000 
and contract authorization in the amount 
of $8.500,000. Funds are needed for con- 
struction at the following air bases, in 
the amount indicated. 

Alaskan Air Base, $401,000; Patterson Field, 
Ohio, $1,970,000; Dunean Field, Tex., $1,970,- 
000. Southeastern Air Depot, $7,275,000; 
Frankford Arsenal, $418,400; Ft. Monmouth, 
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N. J., $220,000; Savanna Ordnance Depot, 
$952,000; Ogden Air Depot, $3,515,900, and 
Cump Stanley, Tex., $210,000.

Would Grant Advanced Rank 

Both the Senate and House Military 
Affairs committees this week reported 
favorably on bills to grant to Brig. Gen, 
Ilarley B. Ferguson, upon his retirement 
next month, the rank, pay and allow- 
ances of a major general on the retired 
list. General Ferguson has been president 
of the Mississippi River Commission and 
division engineer of the Lower Missis- 
sippi Valley division since June 15, 1932. 
He is due for retirement August 31, 1939. 

The War Department opposed the en- 
actment of the measure, pointing out that 
the officer is a colonel in the Corps of En- 
gineers holding the temporary rank of 
brigadier general by virtue of his assign- 
ment as president of the commission. The 
Department states that it does not intend 
to appoint his successor until after his 
retirement date, thus entitling him to be 
retired with the rank and pay of a briga- 
dier general. 

The Senate report states that “he has 
rendered distinguished service to the 
United States in controlling the floods of 
the Mississippi River.” The House report 
stated that the bill is “designed to give 
recognition to the outstanding service” of 
General Ferguson. 


Additional Military Land 

The House of Representatives this 
week agreed to the Senate amendments to 
the bill HR 5735, authorizing the expendi- 
ture of $5,000,000 for the purchase of ad- 
ditional land at fourteen Army posts. The 
Senate amendment added three posts, It. 
Meade, S. D., Ft. Lewis, Wash., and Max- 
well Field, Ala., to the original list of 
eleven passed by the House. The bill now 
goes to the President for his signature. 


Nat. Guard Honors C. of S. 

Brig. Gen. George C. Marshall, Acting 
Chief of Staff, flew to Chicago yesterday 
to be the honor guest last night at a din- 
ner given in the University Club by Maj. 
Gen. Roy D. Keehn, commanding general 
of the 33rd Division.

Pass Coast Guard Bill 

The Senate this week passed the bill 
HR 5375, which authorizes the Comman- 
dant of the Coast Guard to detail Coast 
Guard personnel for duty in connection 
with maritime instruction and training in 
the United States, the various Territories, 
the District of Columbia, Puerto Rico and 
with the United States Maritime Commis- 
sion.

The 
bill now goes to the President for signa- 
ture. 





Yarnell Bill Passes

devotion to duty displayed during his tour 
of duty beginning Oct. 30, 1936, as Com 
mander-in-Chief of the United States 
Asiatic Fleet.” The bill now goes to the 
louse. 

Aircraft Crash Damage 

The Senate this week passed the bill 8. 
YO13, which authorizes the Secretary of 
the Treasury to reimburse property own 
ers in East Braintree, Mass., for damages 
to their buildings caused by the erash 
of two naval planes participating in the 
lnunehing ceremonies of the aireraft car 
rier Wasp on April 4, 19389. 








Pass WO Employment Bill 
The Senate this week passed the bill S. 
2740, which would permit the employment 
of warrant oflicers of the Finance Depart 
ment of the Army for the disbursement of 
public funds. In asking for the legisla- 
tion, the War Department said that the 
employment of warrant officers in’ this 
manner will release Commissioned officers 
assigned to such tasks for other

Probationary Army Appointments 

The Senate this week agreed to the 
amendment of the Tlouse to the bill estab 
lishing a three year probationary period 
for newly commissioned officers in’ the 
United States Army and the bill has been 
sent to the President for his signature 
The measure provides that after June 30, 
MHz, the War Department may place a 
ban against the marriage of newly com 
missioned oflicers during the first year of 
their service. 





Oppose Age Retirements 

The second epistle from the “Commit 
tee for Efficiency in the Army and for a 
Square Deal for Army Officers and Tax 
payers” was circulated by mail this week 
to officers of the Army and members of 
In opposition to the age-in 
grade retirement plan, the committee, 
which does not give the names of its 
members, states in a five page mimeo 
graph letter that it believes the “surplus 
promotion list” proposal will correct the 
promotion stagnation problem without 
leaving any “smear of broken faith in the 
hearts of 2,000 officers who have loyally 
risked their lives in battle for their coun 
try and their flag.” 

The committee repeats, however, that 
“Congress should defeat the Woodring 
age in grade bill. And the Army and the 
country owe a debt of gratitude to those 
members of the Congress—on the House 
Military Affairs Committee and in the 
Senate and the House-——who have offered 
objection and who have turned the light 
of day on this particular measure.”

Provisional Officers Bill 

The Senate this week as the result of 
objection by Senator William H. King, 
of Utah, passed over the bill 8. 457, which 
would amend the World War Adjusted 
Compensation Act to provide that pro 
visional and probationary officers of the 
World War would be eligible to receive 
the bonus paid other service personnel for 
World War service. 





Reenlistment Allowance 
With the passage of the third week in 
the new fiscal year no action has yet been 


taken in Congress to prohibit the pay- 
ments of the reenlistment allowance. 
However, all three departments con- 








cerned continued to hold the payments in 
abeyance in fear that action may be taken 
prior to the adjournment of Congress, It 
is stated that when Congress adjourns, 
if no further legislative action be taken, 
payments will be made to all men of the 
Army, Navy, Marine Corps, and Coast 
Guard who have reenlisted since June 30, 
1939. Deficiency estimates, to provide the 
additional funds, are before the Bureau 
of the Budget for all the services, but the 
Bureau has stated that it will not send 
any such estimates to Congress until next 
January. 





Aid to South America 

The House Foreign Affairs committee 
yesterday reported favorably on Tlouse 
Joint Resolution 367 authorizing the See- 
retaries of War and Navy to assist the 
governments of American republics to in 
crease their military and naval establish- 
ments, 

The resolution will permit other Ameri 
eans to purchase material manufactured 
in our arsenals, and also to obtain items 
now classified as restricted or contiden 
tial. In addition they may United 
States inspection facilities in their pur 
chase of Coast defense and anti-nireraft 
purchased in this country. The bill has 
the approval of the State, War, and Navy 
Departments and has been certified by the 
Bureau of the Budget as in accord with 
the President’s program.

Army Efficiency Ratings

Financial Digest 

There were two events this week of 
outstanding political importance which 
were of business interest. The first was 
Presidential disapproval of the WPA 
strike and overwhelming public denuncia- 
tion of it. The second was Congressional 
refusal to enact the kind of neutrality 
bill, without an embargo, which the 
President had proposed. The failure of 
the strike was anecepted as an indication 
that the people are turning a_ cold 
shoulder toward this form of labor coer- 
cion, and do not favor the policy of the 
important Labor organizations to apply 
generally the Union Wage Seale. In 
notifying the President that a neutrality 
bill satisfactory to him could not pass 
the Senate, that body gave additional 
proof that it will not hereafter rubber 
stamp administration proposals. The re- 
bellion expressed in the neutrality oppo- 
sition, was applied also to the new spend- 
ing and lending bill, with the result that 
the Administration was compelled to pro- 
pose various changes, including elimina- 
tion of the permanent revolving fund 
feature and authority to the lending 
agencies to create corporations in the 
several states, and modification of the 
provision dealing with government leas- 
ing of equipment to railroads, —In- 
corporated ii this bill will be a provision 
to stimulate loans to small businesses 
through the RIC. In addition, the Senate 
passed a bill giving Federal Courts of Ap- 
peul wide discretion to set aside decisions 
and orders of all of the quasi-judicial 
agencies, including the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, the Labor Relations 
Board, the Federal Communications 
Commission, the Wage and Hours Admin- 
istration, the Securities and Exchange 
Commission and the Federal Trade Com- 
mission. After the Senate acted, the Ad- 
ministration moved to reconsider the bill, 
with the result that it has been made the 
special order of business. The House has 
voted an investigation of the Labor Rela- 
tions Board. A movement is on at the 
Capitol to appropriate 300 millions for the 
PWA to be distributed on a 30 per cent 
basis to states putting up the remaining 
7 per cent. The President is not in 
favor of this proposal, but may accept it. 
With early House receipt of the final de- 
ficiency bill from the House Appropria- 
tions Committee, and swift action prom- 
ised upon other measures, it is expected 
Congress will adjourn on or about August 
oo, 

The Administration is forecasting a 
substantial pick-up in business during the 
remainder of 1939. Postmaster General 
Farley claims Postal receipts are the 
highest in history, and that his Depart- 
ment will report a surplus of 10 million 
dollars for the last fiscal year. The NYA 
states that positions have been found for 
10,996 youthful persons in industry. Na- 
tional income, according to the Depart- 
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ment of Commerce, is running at the rate 
of about 66 millions annually as against 
64.2 billions last year, and 69 billions in 
1937. The Reserve Board reports June 
dustrial production reached 96 per cent of 
the 1923-25 averages. Further contribut- 
ing to government optimism are continua- 
tion of government expenditures, the fact 
that construction contracts awards and 
actual building operations now are as 
large if not larger than in 1937, improved 
in urban purchasing power, and the way 
farm purchasing power is holding up. 
Against these gratifying reports is the 
fact that many agricultural raw ma- 
terials made new lows, Liverpool wheat 
dropping to the lowest price in years. 
Wall Street experts declare the trend of 
prices of these commodities must be re- 
versed before it is safe to assume that 
the industrial recovery now apparently 
underway wiil be of lasting duration. 


Merchant Marine 


All efforts will be made to permit 
awarding of contracts for construction 
of C-1 cargo vessels as soon as possible. 
Maritime Commission officials stated this 
week that they thought an award would 
be made within the next two or three 
weeks, 

If this is so, a record for speed in 
awards will have been set, since in the 
case of types of vessels now under con- 
struction, bids were studied for months 
before awards were made. Seventeen bids 
on the C-1 ships were opened July 11. 
Of these, 14 are valid bids. 

Although it is now July and the com 
mission is far from filling its quota of 50 
new ships a year for 10 years, prospects 
for filling that quota are good, Bids are 
to be opened Aug. 1 on three vessels for 
the Robin Line, several vessels will soon 
be built for Lykes Bros., and before the 
end of the year bids will be asked on 
three trans-Pacific liners, the largest this 
country has ever seen, greater even than 
the America, which on Aug. 31 will take 
the water at Newport News, Va. 

Other Launchings Frequent 

With new contracts thus soon to be let, 
there is no interruption to the launching 
of vessels placed under contract last 
year. Four launchings have occurred this 
month—two within the past few days. 
On July 6 the Mormacdove (Rainbow) 





was launched at Chester, Pa.; on July 8 
the Platte (Esso Annapolis), at Spar- 
rows Point, Md.; on July 15 the Lightn- 
ing, at Kearny, N. J., and on July 18, the 
Exporter, at Quincy, Mass. 

The Mormacdove and Lightning were 
C-2 vessels, bringing the number of that 
type launched to nine. The Platte was 
the sixth tanker to be launched, and the 
Exporter the first of four large combina- 
tion freight and passenger vessels being 
built for American Export Lines. 

New launchings scheduled are: Aug. 
15, the Sea Witch (C-2), at Tampa, Fla.; 
Aug. 26, the Mormacgull (Raven) (C-2), 
at Chester, Pa.; Aug. 31, the America, 
and Sept. 16, the Mormaclark (Sea Ser- 
pent) (C-2), at Chester, Pa. 

Still on the ways are the C-3 type ves- 
sels, the C-3 combination freight and 
passenger vessels, and three combination 
vessels for Mississippi Shipping Co. 

A New Seattle Service? 

Despite cancellation last week by the 
Maritime Commission of its contract with 
Pacific Northwest Oriental Line, Inc., for 
a cargo service from Puget Sound ports 
to the Far East, such a service may yet 
be established—not by the government, 
but by the American Mail Line, whom, it 
is reported, is attempting reorganization. 

Aun old subsidiary of Dollar Steamship 
Lines, the American Mail Line suspended 
its Puget Sound-Orient service in June, 
1938. Local demands for resumption of 
that service had led to the government's 
attempts to place ships on that line. A 
managing agent—the Pacific Northwest- 
Oriental Line—had been formed and four 
ships assigned, two of which went to the 
West Coast. But union insistence that 
crews be shipped through hiring halls 
caused the attempt to fall flat. 

In giving up the projected service, the 
government lashed out bitterly at Mr. 
Harry Lundberg’s Sailors’ Union of the 
Pacitic, declaring: 

The commission of March 8, 1938 adopted 
a policy of hiring licensed and unlicensed per 
sonnel of all vessels operated by the commis 
sion through the office of the U. S. Shipping 
commissioner and subject to final acceptance 
by the master. In view of the successful 
operation of the plan on the East Coast, from 
the point of view both of organized labor and 
of the commission, and of the necessity for 
applying a consistent policy in both cases, 
the commission made public its determination 





to apply the same policy in the hiring of per- 
sennel for the Puget Sound-Orient Line. Cer- 
tain of the West Coast unions raised objec- 
tions, and asserted and have continued to as- 
sert that the commission should hire its crews 
through the union hiring balls and through 
them alone. The commission felt that it could 
neither legally nor as a matter of policy apply 
any method of hiring which would result in 
discrimination for or against any person be 
cause of membership or non-membership in 
any organization. 

*... The commission has been striving to 
work out with the representatives of labor a 
satisfactory solution of the problem... The 
Sailors’ Union of the Pacific has rejected every 
proposal submitted over a period of weeks by 
the commission, replying that crews of the 
government's vessel must be hired through 
SUP hiring halls or the union would not per 
mit the line to operate ... We feel that the 
position of the Sailors’ Union of the Pacific 
in the matter is not only unreasonable, but so 
unreasonable as to preclude any hope of a 
siutisfactory solution. The commission's view 
in this regard is confirmed by the striking 
contrast between the unreasonable attitude ot 
the SUP and the fair and cooperative action 
of other unions and of the central organiza 
tion in the city of Seattle representing the 
vast majority of trade union members in the 
community.” 





Prescribing Naval Duty 

The House Naval Affairs committee 
yesterday resumed consideration of the 
bill, HR 6799, requiring all best fitted 
naval officers to spent five out of every 
seven years at sea. At the conclusion of 
the meeting Chairman Vinson asked Rear 
Adm. CC. W. Nimitz, chief of the Bureau 
of Navigation, and Representative Maas, 
of Minnesota, ranking Republican, to 
meet with him later to attempt to iron 
out differences between the Navy Depart- 
ment and the committee over the bill. 

Representative Vinson, sponsor of the 
bill, which also provides for limiting the 
time an individual officer may spend on 
duty in Washington, said during the 
hearings, “I am going to insist that we do 
something along the lines of this bill. If 
the Navy Department is not going to do 
something Congress will. We may make 
mistakes but we will try.”

William Hl. Vanderbilt wrote 

Woodring as follows: 

‘Thank you for your letter of May 9th. 
It bears ona subject in which Tam greatly 
interested and T hasten to assure you that 
Rhode Ishind will cooperate in every way 
in vour effort to place the National Guard 
in the highest possible state of efficiency 
and readiness for employment in emer 
weney. 

“LT fully realize the importance that the 
officers Who command and administer our 
modernized Army be physically fit’ and 
fully capable of performing the duties of 
their office, both before and after mobili 
“gition. Tam personally familiar with the 
situation in the Rhode Island National 
Guard and T have discussed with my Ad 
jutant General the advisability or neces 
sity of requiring all of my officers to be 
physically examined by a Board of 
Medical Officers at this time. My investi 
gation in this matter prompts me to say 
that T do not consider it an urgent mat 
ter, The standards in Rhode Island have 
heen very high over a long period. The 
medical examinations have, TI believe, 
been thorough, fair and honest and al 
though Tam heartily in sympathy with 
the idea of having these examinations 
made by a Board of Officers, T believe 
Rhode Island is justified in) suggesting 
that it be postponed until the next an 
nual physical examinations are due. At 
that time T shall be pleased to issue the 
necessary instructions to have the exam 
inations made by an impartial Board of 
three Medical Officers and if the War 
Department desires to be represented on

that Board. T should be only too glad to 
have you detail an officer for the pur 
pose. 


“With only two or three exceptions, our 
officers are young, active men and physi 
eally fit. The average age of all officers of 
the Rhode Island National Guard is 37 
years, two months. The following table 
indicates the average age of officers in 
their grades :

Utah 


Governor Henry H. Blood wrote to See 
retary Woodring as follows: 

“The plan for further improving the 
National Defense through elimination of 
physically unfit and over-age officers, as 
set forth in your letter of May 9, has my 
approval, T believe that measures within 
the Utah National Guard similar to those 
Which you propose to initiate in the Reg- 
lar Army will have a salutary effect al- 
though it is possible that we may lose 
some good and experienced officers as a 
result. Realizing the necessity of having 
a fully qualified officer personnel to meet 
the demands made by field operations, 1 
am taking steps looking to the adoption 
within the Guard of measures similar to 
those outlined in your letter for the Reg 
ular Army. 

“T notice from the second paragraph in 
vour letter that you contemplate having 
the examinations made in the Regular 
Army by a board of not less than three 
medical officers who are not members of 
the local garrison. | would appreciate any 
suggestion you may have as to how a sim 
ilar purpose may be achieved in the Utah 
Guard. My reason for asking for your ad 
vice on this matter lies in the fact that 
the Utah Guard consists mainly of two 
regiments of field artillery and a hospital 
unit. In a state of 550,000 persons there 
could be instances where it would be diffi 
cult to have absolute assurance that the 
influence of local acquaintance and seni 
ority had been entirely disregarded. Tam 
sure the Utah National Guard officers 
would be quite willing to submit to exami 
nations made by Regular Army medical 
officers if you found such procedure pos 
sible and desirable. It might be that the 





Utah Guard examinations could be made 


about the same time as examinations of | 


the garrison officers at Ft. Douglas. 

“IT shall be glad to receive any other 
suggestions you may care to make in this 
connection.” 


Vermont 

Governor George D. Aiken wrote to Sec 
retary Woodring as follows: 

“In reply to your letter of May 
re elimination of physically unfit 
over-age National Guard officers, 

“The Adjutant General of Vermont ad 
vises me that a test mobilization was held 
in Angust, 1988, at which time every offi 
cer present in camp was given a special 
physical examination by medical officers 
detailed by the Corps Arena, As a result 
of this test, any officer considered as 
physically unfit by the War Department 
has been eliminated. 

“The Adjutant General also advises 
that the Vermont National Guard has ne 
officer whose age exceeds sixty, only seven 
officers whose age exceeds fifty, and none 
of these are combat officers. 


“The average age of officers in the Ver 
mont National Guard is 40 years and 6 


months, which | believe is the lowest of 
nny New England State. 

“The Adjutant General of Vermont is 
in thorough sympathy with the policy es 
tablished in your letter, and T feel quite 
certain that the National Guard of this 
State already attains the high standard 
of fitness that is desired by the War De 
partment.” 

Virginia 

“The Governor of Virginia has already 
informed the Honorable Secretary of War 
that his program for the vitalization of 
the Virginia National Guard is acceptable 
and that this State will cooperate, 

“For a number of years it has been 
the practice of the Commonwealth of Vir 
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zinia to require thorough physical exami- 
nation of National Guard officers annu- 
ally.” —Brig. Gen. S. Gardner Waller, The 
Adjutant General, 


Washington 

“Relative to action taken in connection 
with ‘vitalization’ program and physical 
examinations, please be advised that this 
State established clinical examining 
board which examined every officer pres 
ent at T9380 fleld training camp at Camp 
Murray. 

“It is contemplated that a similar ex 
mination will be held in the early part 
of every field training cneampment here 
after.” Brig. Gen. Maurice Thompson, 
The Adjutant General, 


Wisconsin 

“The Wisconsin National Guard is un- 
dergoing the identical medical examina 
tion for all officers during the present 
Field Camps of Instruction as has been 
preseribed for the Regular Service under 
the ‘vitalization’ program of Secretary of 
War Woodring. All officers are being ex 
amined by medical boards, organized of 
medical officers from other branches 
than the one in which the officer to be 
oxamined holds his commission, 

“Since for many years past, we have 
hewed to the line medically speaking, 
with considerable vigor, | do not look for 
wird to the discovery of many officers 
who are physically untit, While the ex 
amination this year is a searching one, 
Tam confident it will find only a very 
small percentage of officers who are 
physically disqualified or in the doubtful 
Brig.
